The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The prior art teaches polymorphisms 
within the OCA2 gene which are associated with eye color (see Frudakis et al. Genetics, Vol. 165, pages 2071-2083 December 2003). 
Moreover, the prior art teaches the OCA2 gene which is not a contribution over the prior art. The common structure is the OCA2 gene 
which is not a contribution over the prior art. Furthermore, Claim 14 is directed to a photo which is provided in the prior art. Thus, the 
claims are not a contribution over the prior art and lack unity. 

Restriction Requirement Applicable to All Groups: 

Each SNP sequence is distinct because they are unrelated sequences, i.e. these sequences are unrelated because the protein encoded by 
these sequences differ in structure and in function and in biological activity. Further, even where the nucleic acid changes have no effect 
on protein structure or function, these sequences themselves represent allelic variations which have different diagnostic and therapeutic 
implications. 
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
